— It aoemod like poetic 
juacicfi to-day that Sir StnlTord Northeote 
should support the motion to rescind the 
vote of the House of Commons, passed sev- 
eral years ago, expellini; Urodlaugh on the 
ground of his alleged unbelief in religion. 
The lute Earl of IddUsleigh, Sir Stafford 
Northcote's father, was tlio bitterest leader 
in the act of expulsion, an act which many 
conservutive mon have long since learned to 
regret. ISruiUaugh lias risen very much in 
pniilit! ealuem ot recent years. An ad- 
.■aiiciid r;ulic;il not lonj,' ago, ho ha.s been 
lislaiiced by others even inoio nidicnl uud 
with far leas intolloet uiul jiulgment to 
ipply to public ail".iii'S. Klocjled by oon- 
Btitueiiuies of working men, lie lias 
boldly opposed the agitation for an 
eight hour law, asserting that tho hours 
of labor should be regulated by coinbinaticm 
iiiid ugreemenL eutsiili! of tho sttitute. i:;y 
lliia liu Ima uiuioiibtodly forfeitoil some 
popularity, us well as giiiiied new friends. 
Tlie motion to revolui the evimlsioii bus 
boon under oonsideralton for some time, 
over since it was learned tliat tho veteiaii 
radical was in dniiger of death, and pur- 
haps is uow on his death bed, where he is 
siitfcriuK from iuiiaiiinmlion of the luiigti. 
VVIiBii the motion v,:ia ofl'jred, the govern- 
ment, which claims to be the special 
guardi-iiof the established eluueh, i.ssued 
an urgent whip calliii!; iipou tiio Conaci vu- 
tives to rally and defeat the proposed re- 
peal. Brudlaugh was informed of the ac- 
tion taken by the government by friends 
who hurried to bis bedside. 

Tire HERMAN EMTEKOR'S IIIIITIIDAV. 

The Kaiser passed an unhappy birthday, 
uotwitliatiiiuUiig the brilliant court celebra- 
tion. Ho liuB llio domestic virtues of his 
fallier and grandfather, and is never so 
happy as when surrounded by hia little 
boys, the eldest, the heir to tho throno, 
now being nearly nine years of age. Its 
romps and pluya with them, and takes u 
deep interest in their truiiiing. To-day, 
Prince William has been abed, coulined by 
a severe cold, incurred by going out rather 
carelessly during the eevore weather. The 
Kaiser has been driviatg the young prince 
around with him on his surprise visits to 
.^•jmrioug gkrtiM»^fe«S»iKi while tbe Uoy lias 
been ediiiod in a military wiiy, he is in a 
bad way phyaieally, and the Kaiser spent a 
good part of the day at tho little fellow's 
bedside.

At 
Strath Haven, the rioters broke a number 
of windows, drove the non-union workmen 
away, and then ran off tho engines into tho 
turn-table pit and derailed another locomo- 
tive. ..At Wellyss Bay the atrikora have 
gathered in the neighborhood of the Firth of 
Forth, .from which point of vantage they 
bombarded with stones tho engineers and 
firemen of passing trains, some of whom 
have been injured. Below Greenock, yes- 
terday, the tracks were found to have been 
smeared over with soft soap, rendering im- 
possible the passage of trains until the rails 
iiud been washed.

London, Jan. 27- — Tho Egyptians have 
giined an important advantage over the 
disorganized force of the Mb hdi. A force 
of Egyptians captured Haundob, while the 
commander was returning to Suakim, after 
a victory, but leaving a battalion to occupy 
tho place. Not an Egyptian " was killed, 
but tho rclMils suffered severe losses. Should 
the Egyptians hold Handoub, and capture 
Tokur, trade with tho outer world will re- 
vive, and the Soudun will again be in com- 
munication with Egypt. 'Dervishes raided 
a cattle bar at ,Suakim this morning, but 
the cavalry pursued them und recaptured 
tho cattle and forty of the raiders. In tho 
fight two Egyptians were killed. The 
number of Dcrvlahes killed is unknown.

Anoasteb, Unt., Jan..27;— John lEoslop, 
treasurer of . Ancaster, wofcin -up '' early this 
morning and found burglars in his house. 
He attacked them wilb a chair, and was 
shot through the heart. The only other 
occupant of the house. Miss Heslop, was 
locked in her room, and the burglars raided 
the house for money, which they failed to 
find. 



PirrsBUBcm, Pa., Jan. 27. — A special 
from Mount Pleasant says : Word has just 
reached hero thot a terrible explosion 
occurred this morning in tho shaft of the 
mine u» H. G. Frick'a Mammoth Works._It 
is very diQicult to get much in the way bf 
details, although tho accident occurred at 
g a.m. The Mammoth Works are in 
Swickloy, a bt^nch of the South Weatem 
railroad, and are about half way between 
Latrode and this place. The telegraph and 
telephone wirea are in trouble, and oven 
Frick's employees are almost entirely with- 
out definite information. At the time of 
the accident there were about 200 men at 
work in tlie shaft, which ia not very deep. 
Tliere was a audden explosion of gas at the 
point where the men were at work, und 
from present indications it looks as tliough 
a largo uuuiber had been taken from tho 
mine killed. At 2:'M p.m. word was re- 
ceived that 115 bodies had been taken from 
tho mine. The machinery which runs tlie fan 
was damaged, but plenty of fresh air is being 
forced into tho mine to sustain the living 
and to allow rescuing p^rtie8 to enter iu 
safety and bring out the bodies. The mine 
was nearly wrecked in several places, and it 
is not possible to get an accurate idea 
of the number of killed and injured who 
may be buried or imprisoned, 'There is no 
fire in the mine resulting from the explo- 
sion, so there will bo definite news in a 
short time. 

FURTHER DBTAILS. 

A Scottsdale, Pft., spooial to tho Times 
says eighty miners are known to have been 
killed m the shaft of tho Mammoth Coke 
Works mine by tho terrible explosion which 
occurred there, this morning. Mine boas Ea- 
ton, who escaped one minute before the fatid 
explosion, ia the only luaivuliiai Kli, to re- 
late the story. An order for 80 colfiua was 
given to a Mt. Pleasant undertaker this 
afternoon. John Holes, whose brother was 
in the total shaft, was here, this evening, 
and relates the following story : About 9 
o'clock this morning, we heard a fearful re- 
port in the direction of the shaft. We im- 
mediately started to the opening, only to 
find n suirocating volume of smoke and gas 
gushing therefrgn],,Mid at onco know what 
was wrong,.^Sji[^i)™pni tho work of sub- 
duing tho flames 'and clearing the shaft of 
gas. Tills we accomplished by starting 
large fans. I am convinced that "every 
man who was in the shaft at the time was 
killed, either by falling timbers orby tht- 
uftcrdamp. When I left the mine, this 
evening, .'50 persona were known to have 
been killed,

— In tlio House of Com- 
mous, to-day, William Alexander Hunter 
moved that ' the ' resolution passed iu the 
House in jime, 1880, forbidding Charles 
Unidlftugli, M 1'. for Nortliampton, to take 
the Oiith or iJlirm, be expunged from the 
recorils of piirliiuiiuut, aa auliver.sive of tlio 
riglit.s of elector.s. Soliciun-duneral Sir 
Edft-arii Clark ojiposeii the motion, saying 
that the record was hibtorical und could not 
be effaced. Gladutdiio arose, amid cheers, 
to support the motion. The resolution for- 
bidding liradlaugh to swear or ullirm was, 
liii said, in excels of tho jurisdiotiou of the 
House, and it was ono of the highest and 
most sacred of duties to see that a trespass 
of such a character on tlio rights of a con- 
stituency should be reculled uiid the wrong 
undone. (Cheers.) He would suggest, aa 
acceptable to everybody, that the motion be 
adopted with tho oinisaion of the words 
" subversive of the rights of electors." Sir 
Stafford Northeote suid that the motion, as 
atuended in accord with Gladstone's sug- 
gestion, hud his cordial support. Ha 
desired also to express hia regret for Hrad- 
laugh's serious lUnoas. Hunter accepted 
the amendment, and the motion was 
adopted amid hearty cheers.

WAsniNOTON, Jan. 27.— In the supreme 
court to-day, when NV, P. Sayward'a esse 
was brought on for argument, Mr. Carlisle, 
replying to tho attorney-general's conten- 
tion tliat the supreme court had no power 
to issue a wrii of prohibition to tho 
Alaskan court, because it is not a district 
court of the United States, argued that 
when Congress treated the judiciid district 
of Alaska and'establiahed a district court 
there with powers similar to the district 
court of the United States, tho exercise of 
admiralty and maritime jurisdiction 
conferred upon that court, was to 
bo tho same and within the same 
limits aa already excercised by all other 
district courts, and Congress intended to 
place this Alankan court in respect to ud 
iniralty jurisdiction precisely on the footing 
of tho other courts, and to subject its judg- 
ments in the same manner to the reviaor of 
•,ho Supreme Court. Otherwise the 
Alaskan court would bo a Supremo Court 
with greater powers in admiralty cases than 
any district court of the United States. Re- 
plying to the Attorney-General's contention 
that the Uehring's Sea matter was a politi- 
cal question, to be decided by the political 
di-partineot ot the guvornment, the execu- 
I ive und Cnneress, whi'ih had already de- 
cided against petitioner's contention, 
Mr. Carlisle hisisted that the ques- 
tion was not whether ihn judiciary 
assumed to over-rule the Executive and 
Congress in opposijion to the stand which 
they have taken against Great Britain, but 
whether the judiciary can avoid construing 
in a case involving private rights, tho acts 
of Congress and tlio treaty which are all 
parts of the Ruprenie laws of tho land, and 
which leave its conduct in the true meaning 
of tho words, "dominion of the United 
States ill lieliring's Sea." With tho 
broader international question, the court 
was not ashed to concern itself. Even that, 
he added, was a matter not between the 
United States und (jreat I'.ritain, but 
between tlie United States and the oivilizjd 
world, beforo which the Congress 
of the United Slates had diutiiictly retuccd 
to assert by the mere force of municipal l;iw 
any extent of doininiou not recognized l>y 
tho law of nations, Tho seizure of tho 
Sayward was niudo by a vessel of the 
revenue marine in order to enforce the 
municipal laws of the United States, and 
not to defy or assert bor national rights and 



tihe rightfulness of the seizure, he maintain- 
PQ. was by ilie Executive submitted to the 
jiiaicial branch represented by the distriot 
court Of Aliiska, and could not become a 
politiioal question when beforo tho Suprenie 
Gonrt of the United States. While ft waa 
clear, be said, that the political questioa 
cannot be either superseded or overruled by 
any disposition which the Supreme Court 
may mike of the case, it cannot be 
adniitterd that the court oetm de- 
cline to entertain tho application for 
a writ because its issuance, aocordtng to 
law, might affect some contention of the 
executive. He then cited a number of 
cases in which the xwnrt had decided that it> 
was bonnd by the action of the political de- 
partment^,, biit insisted in- ail' these' oatw 
that the court allowed the rnlings of the 
politicul department always as a rule of ' de-' 
oision, but never aa a ground for refusing 
to hear a oose properly arising, isnder tbe- 
constitutioii'or the laws. The application- 
before the <ourt . is not an attenypted pro«^ 
cecding agoinst the United States. The' 
court is not aelied' to control or. direet or in- 
terfere with the e^ceoutive , in , tbo.perfor- 
manoe of any duty impMed .by the con-' 
etitation. Mn- Garlwle denied tho aaiiert!oa< 
male by the Attorney-General that this 
was not a bona fide sirit to enforce private 
rights or an attempt to transfer an inter- 
national dispntejrom the diplomatic branch 
of the gqVernhient to the judicial, und in- 
sisted that.thiB'iwas- a ease on which the 
court not only can^ bot must, act as 
purely judioial tribunal. Tho only rights 
which this court ia asked to puss upon are 
the rights of Mr. Cooper, owner of the Say- 
ward, and the intervention of tho attorneys 
of Canada, it was maintained, instead of 
justifying any charges of malafides against 
tho counsel or attorney-general of Canada, 
should rather bo commended. Good faith 
tnwarda the exccutivd and towards 
the supreme court required that 
court of Canada to which 
tho owners had committed tho caao, cer- 
tain of his private rights should not conceal 
itB real position in the matter, but, having 
obtained the approval of tho Imperial gov- 
ernment, should only seek in the highest 
court of the United States to support and 
enforce tho private rights of the owner 
under the laws of tho United States. Jos. 
H. Choato followed Mr. Carlisle iu an 
elaborate argument presented in tho printed 
briefs of petitioner's counsel. Whpn tha 
court adjourned Mr. Cboate had not eon- 
eluded his argumecta, but will finijUL to- 
morrow.

NEW BILLS. 

Dr. Milnk introduced a bill to amoiid 
the Sundny ObHervftiicea Acb. Second 
readiiifj Mundiiy. 

Hon. Mk, Davie introduced a bill to 
make certain provisionB respecting muni- 
cipalities ; alao bills to further amend the 
Land Registry Act ; to amend tlio Jurors' 
Act, and to further amend the Supremo 
Court Act. 



VANCODVIR JUDICIAI WSrRICT. 

Mb. Hornb moved, seconded by 
Mr. Cotton, " that it is expedient 
to make the City of Vancouver and 
a portion of the New Weatininsler D.s- 
trict into a new Judicial District, to be 
known as " Vancouver Judicial District," 
irith head-quarters at the city of Van- 
couver. Said new district to be bounded 
as follows : — Commencing at Point Grey ; 
thence in a Bouth-ea8torl3i direction fol- 
lowing the coast line to the North Ann 
of the Frasor River ; thence along the 
north ahoro of tho North Arm to the 
south-east corner of lot 331, group 1, New 
Westminster District ; thence due north 
to the north-west corner of lot 09, 
}^nup 1 ; thence due east to the north- 
t east corner of li^t 8, group 1 j 
thence due south to the southwest comer 
of lot 5, group 1 ; thence due east to the 
northeast corner of lot 113, group 1 ; 
thence due south to tho sout]nv(3st corner 
of lot 170, group 1 ; thence southens'erly 
y; along :the southern boundary of Jot 170, 
group 1,'to the Coquitlam river ; thtnce 
across said river along its eastern bank to 
its junction with the Fraser river ; thence 
noi tbeasterly following tho right hand 
bank of tho Fraser river to tho mouth of 
Pitt river ; thence following tho western 
bank of Pitt river and lake to tlio ex- 
treme nortliorn point of Pitt l^ko ; 
thence on a lino duo north to the north- 
ern boundary of New Westminster dis- 
trict ; thence westerly along the northern 
boundary of tho said district to the shore 
of Desolatiou Sound; thence following 
tho western bouiiaaTy tiif i/i^e district to 
the place of commencement. " 

While the resolution was being road a 
number of maps showing tha district 
were distributed. Tho mover explained 
the advantages of and the necessity 
for making tho proposed jiulicial 
district, with all necessary facilities, 
Vancouver being the only city in 
the province which was not s judicial dis- 
trict, all the legal businoas of Vancou- 
ver had to be transacted at New We t- 
minster, a circumstance which was pro 
ductive of great expense, delay and 
trouble. The Vancouver press, he noted, 
viewed tho iiroposition with great favor, 
Vancouver being the largest and most 
populous city of the Mainland— and 
growing at that. Ho complained of tho 
ease with which debtors could get out of 
the way of their creditors because o£ ihe 
difficulty in securing eajnasea agftin^t 
them. He trusted I hat the members of 
the House would see their way to pass 
the resolution, and, later on, he lioped, 
(roverniuellt would bring in a bill 
to constitute the judicial district asked 
for. 

Mk. Browk rose to move an amend- 
ment which he said he did vifch tlie con- 
sent of tho mover. His amendment did 
not in any way interfere with the prin- 
ciple. The effect of his amendment was 
to exclude from the proposed judic al 
district tho settlements of Port Bloody, 
New Westminster junction and Pitt 
Biver, whose inhabitanis believed it 
would be inconvenient for them to bo 
included, there being no existing road 
which could brint; them as close to 
couver as to New Westminster. Ho 
should be glad had it been possible for 
the new judicial district to be made lar- 
ger, but it was impossible to contend 
against natural conditions. 

Mr. Hornb said he would, with the 
consent of the seconder of the motion, 
agree with the amendment. 

Hon. Mr Davie would not discuss tho 
respective merits of the resolution and 
amendment. But he was not so suro 
that, if the resolution were passed, tho 
object desired would be obtained, as the 
lu'atter rested entirely with the Dotninion 
Gfovernraent The object fl^fts to have 
another Supreme Court judge established 
in tho district of Westminster, with his 
residence at Vancouver. Before 187!) 
there were no judicial districts. The 
Supremo Court bench consisted of three 
judges, whose number had been increased 
since 1871, when the bench consisted of 
the chief justice only. The judajcs of 
tho County Courts were, at that 
time, of unprofessional men. On this 
account there was considerable dissatis- 
faction and a movement made to place 
only professional men on tho bench. In 
1879, the Judicial Act of this Province 
divided'the province iiSto the Victoria 
district, which comprised about the whole 
of Vancouver Island, together with th 
Queen Charlotte Islands. There wore by it 
also constituted tho districts ot New 
Westminster, Clinton and Cariboo, the 
parts of tho province not be- 
ing included in theso districts 
being directed to ■ transaeb their 
business at Victoria, At the time of tho 
passing of the Act tho three Suproni 
Court judges resided at Victoria and took 
periodical circuits. After the passage uf 
tho bill in 1879, tho Goveniuient ap- 
pointed two additional Supremo Court 
judges — McCreight and Robertson, the 
latter, on his death, being succeeded by 
Justice Walkem. Nominally, Justice 
Grajr was appointed to Westminster, 
Justice McCreight to Cariboo, and 
Robertson, subsequently Walkom, to 
Kamloops. Judge Gray took tho posi- 
tion that ho accepted tho judgc'ship with- 
out limit as to residence. Tho m dtiM 
WHS brought boforo tho ynpreiiic Court, 
whicli aiiirmed that tho bill could not, 
limit the residence of judges appointed 
under the old Act. So the matter con- 
tinued, until an arrangement was effected 
by Sir Alexander Campbell who ruliovod 
Judge McCroight from living in Cariboo, 
and ho had since resided in Now West- 
minster, .fustico Walkeui'.s rcaideiico miis 
at Kainloiij)3, but having more to doiiiVic 
toria than in his district ho wn-t compollod 
to locate here nearest to liia work. The 
other throe judges resided hero. Tlio 
New Westminster district had therefore 
only one resident judge, and very pro- 
forly complained. Ho would not say 



that the resolution would have the effect 
desired, as tho decision lay with the 
Dominion go/erniiiont. To show how 
little provincial legislation was con- 
sidered binding, there need only be in- 
stanced the cases of Judges Gray and 
MoOreight. The former's position was 
never combatted, and as to Cariboo, the 
local lav was a dead letter. He was 
afraid that all would simply come down 
to a matter of arrangeniont with tho 
Dduiinion govornmont. Ho thought that 
more would bo effected by a resolution in 
favor of a strong report to tho Dominion 
government oa to the residence of 
another judge in the District of New 
Westminster. It was only a few days 
ago that the Government received a com- 
munication on the subject, saying that 
correspondence was going on, but it was 
impossible to say what would bo done. 
Ho could assuro tho House that the 
govonunenta, both of the Dominion 
and of tho Province were not blind to tho 
necessities of tho caso. There was a 
groat amount of judicial work at Van- 
couver, New Westminster and the out- 
lying districts, but not as much as on 
Vancouver Island and in Victoria. It, 
however, amounted to about 75 per cent, 
of it. Thoro was, lie must say, more ne- 
cessity for a now judge in Now Westmin- 
ster than for four in Victoria. That, 
however, was a question for the Dominion 
to deal with, If it wore thought that 
tho passage, of the resolution would do 
any good the Government would not op- 
pose it. The resolution would have no 
opposition from the Government. Each 
member of it would vote as as he pleased 
individually. Personally, ho agreed 
fully with tho principle of another judge. 

Hon, Mr, Hob.son hoped tho roatilu- 
tion would pass in its ainonded form. 
Tho members wore possibly aware that 
there was a great necessity for the ac- 
commodation asked for. Vancouver 
was growing very fast, and it 
was but natural and right that 
it should ask for aceoinmendationB of this 
kind. Ho hoped tho resolution would 
l)aB8 so us to strengthen the hands of tlie 
Government in tho matter. A largo coin- 
numity like tho one in question was en- 
titled to a judge, it being a great griov 
anco that its people should bo compelled 
to send to New Westminster to have 
their judicial business attended to,and that 
their defaulting debtors should be allow 
ed such facilities for leaving tho country 
before a procfcss could issue against them. 
As far as possible, judicial fac litios 
should be extended to that important 
section of country. He thought the pre- 
sent an opportune time to approach tho 
Dominion Government on the subject, 
backed as the claim would be by a resolu- 
tion of the House. 

Mr. Cotton said it was not necessary 
for him to say anything in support of tho 
resolution which, he trusted, would bo 
carried as amended. 

Hon. Mr, Beaven said that, last 
session, and previously, this matter had 
been brought up and he was disappointed 
that the Attorney-General had not been 
able to say that he had, since then, laid 
the matter boforo the Dominion Govern- 
metit. He fayored.the adoption .of the 
resolution, siigtieBting that « notice of 
motion bo given for the production of all 
papers and correspondence had with the 
Dominion Govornmbtit on tho subject.' 

The resolutioli as amended by Mr. 
Brown wnS tbtm adopted.

TUB EIGHT-HOURS QUESTION. 

On tho resumption of the adjourned 
debate on Mr. Beaven's motion relative 
to eight hours a day's labor on Govern- 
ment work. 

Hon. Mk. Davie remarked that there 
was a great deal more information to bo 
obtained on this subject, and lie therefore 
favored tha proposition of tho member 
for Cassiar t" refer tho subject to a com- 
mitteo to report. He spoke of the mat- 
ter boinc; in, as yet, a very unsettled and 
unsatisfactory condition. There wore a 
number of questions which he should like 
to put to the Iqader of the Opposition, 
wore the subject referred to a committee. 
Among them was, whether or not tho 
leuder of tho Opposition when in oflice 
had reduced tho hours of labor of tho 
clerks and incroased tho?? of th? WPPking 
men employed by Government by as 
much as three hours. There was other 
interesting evidenco whicli the member 
might probably be able to give. 

Ho.\. Mr. Beavbn said he could not 
answer that question from memory. If lie 
had done, as alleged, years ago, that was 
no reason why he should do so now. 

Hon. Mr. Davie continued, that tho 
b'^ib thing they could do would bo for 
the leader of tho Opposition to withdraw 
his motion, and lot thoro bo a fair and 
full inquiry into tlie subject. On an im- 
portant motion like this, thoro ought not 
to bo a divided vote. Ho wished to have 
the subject approached from the point of 
view of the public interest. He was 
not hostile to tho workingmen, but 
ho would not coinmib himself to what he 
knew nothing about. 

Mil. lIu.VTEii said ho had carefully 
listened to the speech of tho leader of the 
Opposition, and found that ho had failed 
to fortify himself with facta as he usually 
diiJ. He contended that it wos impos- 
sible to cram ten hours' work into eight 
hours without violating every law of 
nature. It was not really a question of 
cramming ton hoursVlabor into eight 
hours ; but it was toMiiipirove the condi- 
tions of the workinginan generally, which, 
with an increase of wages, were the only 
things that would benefit him. As for 
tlio loader of tho Ojiposition, from his 
oxperionce of him, wore ho obliged 
to earn Iiis living by manual 
liibor ho certainly should give him a very 
■lido berth. Ho roierrod to tho conten- 
tion of tho member for Nunainio tliiit 
uvery boiiotit which had been g iined by 
the workingmen had been by legislation. 
The niombor for Nunaimo had said that 
Mr. Br.idlaugh and Mr. d'hulstono were 
giving iho eight iiours (jue-stion tho most 
serious censider.ition, but it was not long 
since Rlr. GliidBtniui h;i<l, in u diacu.9!iioii 
with Mr. Ilyndmun, vigorously opposed 
ei^ht hijur legislation, tjoine time ago, 
in a Trades Union congrpss, roprosenting 
over a million and a-half members, an 
attempt had been made in England to 
censure Mr, Broadhurst for his opposition 
to tho eight hours syatem, but that gen- 
tleman had boon sustained by 460 votes

MAH« FAITHFUL FRIEND. 

How Henry Severne'a Faithful Dog Bemalned 
With Hl» Master and I'rotecteil the 
Lifeless Body. 

Mr. E. J. Palmer of Cheniainus, who 
acted as foreman of the coroner's jury em- 
panelled to inquire into the cause of the 
death of Henry Severne, is at present in 
the city. He furnished The Colonist last 
evening with the followinfr account of the 
Ciiemiiinus tragedy, by which Sanr.uel Gray 
and Ilcnry Sevcrno lost their lives. The 
two geutl. nien left Cheniainus at about 2 
o'clock Thursduy afternoon, for Thetis 
Island, some seven miles away ; Gray telling 
his wife that he would be home on Sunday. 
T'riends watched their boat until it was far 
out on the water, the day being perfectly 
calm and the water like a mirror. When 
last seen alive, the two men in tho boat 
were entering the little bay, near Severne'a 
home, about, half a mile awoy. The Indians 
who reported this, say., that it was 3 o'clock 
when they passed' Gray and Severno, tho 
latter rowing. 

Gray not returning on .Sunday, his book- 
keeper, Jolin Howartaou, with \Vm. Smith 
and Henry Porter, sturted for Thetis 
Island to bring him to Cheniainus, as he 
hod to go to Victoria on Monday to bo 
present in a case before the Supreme court. 
Not finding anyone at Severne'a place, 
Howartson and Porter decided ti» go to Mr. 
Sitwell'a on the same island, believing that 
the two men had gone to call on their 
neighbor. Smith, in their absence, went to 
look after their boat, and walking along the 
beaph^ /disebvcred what he took to be a 
anagi 'sonie 300 or 400 feet up from the 
water. This was about 10.;!0 at night. 
After seeing to the boat, he decided to in- 
veitignte the character of the snag. When 
about 50 feet away, Severue's dog sprang 
up and attacked him so vigorously. that ho 
ran away. Suspecting that something 
was wrong, ho went to Mr. Sitwell's 
and got Mr. Williams to aosompany bini to 
the spot, with a lantern. They were joined 
on tho wuy by Hewartson and Porter, who 
had formerly worked for Severne. The dog 
knew them, and allowed them to approach 
the body, which was at onco recognized as 
that of Severne. The watch, found in his 
pocket, hnd stopped at 5.24, which was 
probably tho time that tho iieoidcnt oc- 
curreil. A trail was discovureil leading to 
the watcr'd edge, which had evidently been 
made by tho toes, as the body was drajiged 
liomewiirds by the faithful dog. Tho coat 
also bore marks of tho dog's teeth, and 
showed how the animal had tugged and 
worked to got his maator home. The con- 
dition of the dog showed that it bud been 
fasting for some time, and, as it was in tho 
boat, the belief is that the faithful brute 
tried his best to save his master, and, fail- 
ing in this, guarded the body with itn life. 

At thu in(|ueat, medical testimony showed 
that Severne had not died without a 
struggle, and tho opinion was given that he 
liad been swimming and had taken a cramp. 
The theory of Imw tho aocidout occurred is 
that the men wore changing seats in the 
Ijuut, when ono foil overboard. Tho other, 
in attempting to rescue him, also fell over, 
probably upsetting the boat. Oa Monday, 
the steamer Daisy, while soarching fur 
Gray's body, found tho boat, bottom up. 
Ono of the seats was out and the ours also 
were missing. A hat, which was not Gray's 
was also found in the water. Tho jury, 
after hearing the evidence, returned a ver- 
dict of accidental death. 

Tho dog, a Scotch ■ OolUe, must have ro- 
niainod by his master, without taking any 
iood, from S o'clock on Thursday until Sun- 



day night. Gray's body had not been found 
up to lost evening. Scverne's was buried 
during the afternoon on Kuper Island.

COMBINE OP ALASKA CANNEUS. 

Tbpy Form an Octopus to Coutrel Fishermen 
and Wages. 

San FnxNcisco, .Tan. 26. — With a view 
to control competition for labor between 
tho cannery companies which put up 
salmon at Karl uck, Kodiac Island, and 
other puijita in this vicinity, tho follow- 
ing concerns have agreed to contribute to 
the general fund to be used daring the 
coming season for securing lisliernien and 
other laborers : Karluk Packing Com- 
uany ; Iluyal Packing Company ; Aleu- 
tian Islands Fishing and Trading Com- 
pany ; Hume's Packing Company ; Arctic 
Packing Company ; Alaska Improvement 
Coinpaiiy, and tho llussiaii-Amerioan 
Company. Fishermen and other om- 
ployea will bo paid monthly wages and a 
fixed sum for every thousand fish caught. 
It is contemplated to divide tho fish 
caught among the canncrioa that are in 
tho compact at such times as they may 
retjuire. Tho number of fisli to bo de- 
livered to each cannery will form the 
subject for a future arrangement. It is 
also understood that the concerns will 
combine against excessive rates de- 
manded by Chinese for their services. 

HUNT'S ROAD Is iUL RIGHT. 

Northern Paelfle AttaohraentS.Were Hade on 
Ac^daat of Fersbital Diebtai 

Walla Walla, Jan. 20. — Assistant 
General Manager Herman, of tho Oregon 
it Washington Territory railway, who is' 
iil.so treasurer of tho road, denies that 
any attachment has been issued against 
the OregftJi 4& Washington Territory and 
furthormorei that the Oregon & Wash- 
ington Territory duos not owe tiio 
Northern Pacific anything on account of 
freight collected by tlieiii.

The Behritig's Sea <juesti'in is vigdr 
ouely discussed on both sides ( f the 
Atlantic. A [jreat deal ci liglit lias lieeii 
tliroH ii upon it by ollicial dociinioiita and 
by tiio press. Tlio (pjustioii is ihureforo 
ivoll uiuki stood by nuiirly all who take a 
part in its diseus.sion. Tlioro are some, 
however, ivho still persi-st hi iniarepro- 
sentinj,' tho points in dispute and the 
toue and temper in vrhiuh tho negotia- 
tions nro carried on . There are for in- 
stance Bonio American journalists who 
still contend that Behring's .Sea is a 
closed sen ;ind that any encmaehiiieiit on 
tho sovero'iin ty claimed by tho I'nited 
States will bo resented by its (iuvern- 
nieiit. They assert that Mr. ]31iiino in 
tho correspondence betweon him and 
Lord Salisbury has assumed an agtjressive 
attitude and that be has, so to speak, 
shaken his tisfc in the very face of tho 
British Lion. 

These same journalists speak of tho 
•encouragement and countenance given t(i 
the OWner.s of the \V. P. Say ward hy the 
Government of (Ireat Britain and Canad.i 
Jig a piece of unheard of audacity, that it 
IS hn insulting attempt to place two 
branches of tho ' (jovernniont of the 
United Statea at variance, that tho Ad- 
ministration is justly oflended at tho 
preBUinpti(jii of tho British and intemhs 
before very long to teach the English 
Government a lesson which it will not 
forget in a hurry. The indigna- 
tion of those patriotic newspapers 
is several degrees above the boiling point, 
juid it buhhloa up in ft way that is in- 
ton Jed to strike terror into tho hearts of 
the subjects of Queen Victoria. Jiiit all 
this sound aiid fury signify notliiiiL'. 
Thdso who read calmly, observe dispas- 
sionately and rejjort truthfully, tell tho 
l)ublic that there is nothing in the Beh- 
ring's Sea negotiations to alarm even the 
most timid and nervous, and that tlio 
part which tho British Government lias 
taken in the Suyward lawsuit is the very 
reverse of insulting to the United States. 

Tho London Times sees nothing in tiio 
Behring's Soa correspondence to discuin- 
pnae any one. It says, in a bantering 
way : 

"Thus we see that whatever rduaing 
account of Mr. Blaine's prowess it in ly 
be convenient t(i circulate anicjng Ameri- 
can electors, that gentleman's diplomacy 
is at present at a purfeutly innocuous 
Stage. Knthingcan be more absolutely 
mild and roasonnhio than the discussion 
of proposals t^i bo submitted to arbitta- 
tion.

A DISMAL ACCUUHT. 

Those who believe that Canadian far- 
mers are much worse oflf thin those of the 
United States shuulH read Professor A. 
N. Currier's article in the .January num- 
ber of the Popular Science Monthly. 
That article contains a review of the 
state of the rural districts of Kcw Hami)- 
sliire. Tho story he tells is not a cheer- 
ful one, and it will appear still less so 
when it is renienibered that what is true 
of New Hampshire is also true of Ver- 
mont and of tho farming districts uf other 
Now England States. Fifty years ago. 
Now Hampshire was in a fiourishing con- 
dition. It was the home of an industri- 
ous, a contented and a prosperous people. 
The fanners worked hard and lived in a 
plain way, hut they were independent, 
and raised thoir families respectably. 
Some of the foremost men of tho L'mted 
States were the sons of tlio small fanners 
of New Hampshire .and otlier North-east- 
ern States. .Suoli men as Webster, 
Choate, Chnso, (ireely. Gushing, Bryant, 
Whittior, Beecher, Hopkins, were raised 
oil these small New England farms, 
where idlors were not tolerated, but 
where every one had to do his or her 
share of the work. Tho farmer's family 
did all, or nearly a'l, tho work of the 
farm. Hired labor was not to be had. 
Many of the sturdy farmers could not, 
and others would not, pay for help to till 
the fields. 

All this is changed now. Deserted 
homesteads are found in every district of 
the State. The land has passed out of 
the hands of the old families who were 

all freeholders. Strangers of a diiferent 
race taielesaly till tho imjiuveri.ihed soil. 
Land that was onee vahiahle ia now un- 
saleable. The low price given for fanii 
land ia iiluiost incredible, f.arms with 
buildings on theiii being oU'i.Tcd for .sale 
at from 82 to iJlO an acre, and puichasera 
aie not found at (-vi'ii those prices. 

" .Many farni.'^,'' Mr. (.'urrier says, 
"are witlnuit resident ciiltiv itors, and in 
all priihability will never ag.-iiu be honie- 
stead.s. Tho New Uanipshire Conimis- 
siniier of Agriculture reports 887 such 
farina, and these nro only w small part. 
1 knovv a district where eight ciiitigu ius 
farms have been thus ahandi med , and, 
taking the farm on which the writer was 
born as a centre;, a circle with a radius of 
live miles w old eoeloso twenty farms 
abandoned within the last few years." 

Thia is, indeed, a melancholy account. 
If any )iart of Uanaila were in this sad 
state, the fact would bo published far and 
wide luid tho (loveninient would he 
blamed for the ruin and desolation that 
had been produced. 

But, it is not only in tho NorthcaBtern 
Stages that the farmers are complaining 
that farming does not pay. The griev- 
ances of tho farmers of tho Western, 
Sonthwesteru and Northwestern States 
are so ni.'.iiy and so great that they Imvo 
coiuhiiied to g'et them, if possible, re- 
dr-'S.seil. M I n l ^M'^'es are so common, aiel 
i' is sij (lillicitU to olitain money tu p.iy 
tho inti'resL on them, that thi; I'nili'd 
Slates tiovernment i.s askttd to lend tin- 
fanners iiii.ney al little more than a 
nominal rate of interest. In some States 
a kind of Plan of Campaign is in force, 
and a man occupies a farm on wh ch 
there has boon a foreclosure ot the poril

dine, the ;i7th, nine days afier the arrival 
i of tlie ship at \',ancouver. 'J'lie shippers 
complain that ineichanta in Montreal may 
get their goods .ihnost, if not ipiite, as 
eoon as thu.ie in N'icluiia, wlwch is in 
daily coinmnnie;ition wi b the j)ort at 
which the A bys.sinia was discharged. This 
is not treating \'iet<iria merchants fairly. 
Prompt <lolivery of goods is one of the 
plainest du:iesof a ship owner. Needless 
delay is wholly inexcusable, and should 
not bo allowed by tho company. It is 
said that the company keep the goods at 
Vancouver, waiting till their own boat, 
the Mongkut, is ready to t'ku them to 
\'icloria. It is hard to believe that the 
company ivonld keej) \'ietiiri-i merchants 
waiting many days for their goods, and 
cause them to suffer loss forwautof them, 
for tho sake of the small saving that 
would be made by taking their own boat 
from tho service in which she is engaged, 
to convey them to Victoria. This is 
indeed a very small way of doing business 
If the goods must bo brought here in the 
Mongkut why are not arrangements made 
tu Iiave her in Vancouver as socii as the 
I'aeitic steamer ariives, an that \'ietorii! 
goods Hhould be sent on by her without 
dtday ? Wu are iKjt surjirised thiit tho 
Victoria shippers who are treated in tiiis 
way feel indignant. It is not reasonable, 
and it is not fair that they should be 
compelled to wait such an unreasonable 
time for goods. 

Since the above was written the Mong- 
kut has arrived with tho goods brought 
across the Pacilic by the Abyssinia. The 
delay liaa been most provoking, and in 
the opinion of moat people, ijuito unne- 
cessary.

8ter had suid tlmt momburs oa the otlier 
sidu of ihu Housu ivuru goveniiiif; thoiii- 
aelves by quostioria of expodioacy, 
while those on his aide were 
goveniRd by principle. This ho emphat- 
icjilly dt'iiiud. Ho, liowovor, distinctly 
boliuvud thiit eight hours was sullicient 
for anj' iiiaii to work, but ho did not be- 
lieve his condition could bo improved by 
lej;isl:ition. Would it be fair to a uxiner 
who worked below tho ground under un- 
favor:ible condiliou.s to force liim to work 
, the aiiiDO iniinb.ir of hours aa those who 
■worked above ground V This showed tho 
value of the nostrums of those who de- 
sired to loHisliite in favor of an eijrli t- 
liour systoui. It would be unjust to labor 
to louislato in this way, for the working- 
man had a perfect right to regulate his 
own aflairs. Ho shi.uld vote in favor of 
the motion of the member for Casniar, 
and hoped that tho result would bo to se- 
- -cure a valuable amount of inforumtion. 
Mr. Sword was in favor of the prin- 
ciple of eight hours, but ho did not think 
it tight that tho Government should be 
botnid to restrict the liours of labor in 
public works, since men working on 
<iOvernnient roads were not worked 
harder than, if as hard as, others. He 
should vote aeainat that part of the pro- 
posalj aa it wos well known that few men 
on Guverntnent works made more than 
forty-eight hours per week. 

Mr. Andeksoi* had como to the con- 
clusion that, ni tlio interest of the work- 
inginan, it was not pro])erthat the resolu- 
tiiin should pass. In the mine, or in the 
factory, eight hours were sullicient, but 
with outside and farmers' work it was 
difTorent, and he should s-oto against the 
resolution. 

Hon. J. H. Turner regarded this as 
one of tho most interesting debates ho 
had over heard in this House. He 
agreed witli the mombor for Comox. 
Tho members of this House wore, 
however, in favor of reduced hours 
of labor and of increased re- 
muneration. In Australia, tho eight 
Jiours system was applied to some 
descriptions of labor, but not to all. 1 n 
.. the United S'ates very groat attention 
had boon paid to this matter, ao as to get 
Jill the information possible. So it was 
here, it should bo ascortuiiied whether 
the eight hours labor system was- likely 
to benefit or injure the workingman. 
He read an extract from Bradstreet's to 
show that tho principal effect ou labor (jf 
the eight hours system would eventually 
be to throw the loss upon the workingmen 
themselves. Ho also cited numerous 
authorities to show that the time could 
not be made up which would bo lost by 
the substitution of eight hours for ten 
hours. If a man worked honestly for ten 
liours it would bo impossible for him to 
do in eight hours what he was able to do 
in ten. Tho present fight on the labor 
question reminded him of a fight that 
went on in London, over thirty-five years 
ago, in which he was interested. Then 
it was not a (juestion of eight and ten 
hours, but it was ono of fourteen and fif- 
teen. Tho employes, of whom ho was 
one, worked hard and steadily, and, in- 
stead of obtaining legislation, they in- 
duced the employers to join them, and 
obtained what they asked for and secured 
in addition the Saturday half- holiday. He 
was convinced that, had they applied for 
legislation, they would have failed. It 
was impossible to liave a hard and fast 
law which would be applied to all classes 
of labor. 

Dr. Milne said tliat ten hours' work 
» day, contrasted witii eight hcurs, re- 
duced the workman physically. Ho cited 
the experience of tho District of Colum- 
bia, r. .S., and .said that everything ap- 
peared to favor tiie eight hours system. 

llo.v. Mi;. R()i;so.\ rcinatked u|)ou the 
pocul ar inlere.1t of this debate. Ho pro- 
tested against the idea that it was only 
the Opposition side of the House who 
tavored the reduction of the hours of 
labor. Indeed, he hold thatthernostcogent 
ar^juments in favor of a reduction of tho 
hours of labor had come from tho Minis- 



menns the most healthful conditions. 
The next question ut issue was how shall 
wo place the rotations of odphal and 
labor on a satisfactory basis ? Was it 
not, ho asked, luiuiiliating to witness 
what had taken i)laci!"-an im])ortant re- 
solulioii such aa liad been submitted and 
so ably di.sousaed — with its mover con- 
fessing that ho (lid not know wliat legisla- 
tion had taken place on tho matter. In 
fact ho had come in with bia mind all a 
blank, and yet had asked members who 
were in tho dark to ])ass a resolution 
whicii miglit complicate business and 
other rehiiions tliat, at a time like the 
present, sliould bo loft perfectly free. 
Tho resolution was altogetiier ill-consid- 
ered, and, moroovor, was calculated to 
injure tho interests of tho workingmen. 
Ho was incliiiod to believe that the 
majority of tho House favored the 
reduction of tho hours of labor to nine 
lumrs, but tho question was how to apply 
the principle to all avocations ? For 
some classes iiiiio hours might bo too 
short, and for others too long. He re- 
garded tho ))roposal as a step in tlio dark 
—a rash and ill-cunaiderud step. Ho 
thought tho House would do well to vote 
down the amendment to tho amendment, 
to vote down the amondment, and to vote 
down the original resolution also.

> constractiOD will ba iavitod in about two 
weeks. The building is to be throe stories 
; in height, with Mansard roof, uud will co»t 

■' about $100,000. It will have a froiitiigo on 
(Jovcrninont street of 100 feet, with lOO 
foot on i'brt. On the ground lloor there 
will bo ciglit stores, four on each strAt. 
They are to have an averacie frontage of 20 ft. , 
' with a depth of 60 foot, and almost all have 
been spoken for. Lowenberg, Harris & Co. 
will occupy the corner, Q, H. Maynard will 
have his old stand, and Qeo. Morison, dru^;- 
gist, is also expected to'be a tenant. Tlio 
upper floors will be handsomely fitted up 
' as ofBcca. It is the intention to build the 
first story in Chuck-a-nut stone, and the 
upper ones in brick, with galvanized iron 
trimmings. The general stylo of the build- 
ing is lonio and the appearance is 
very pleasing. The pliito windows, 
with mullions iind transoms in hard wood, 
as light as possible, will be thoroughly 
modern, and give a good appearance to the 
store fronts.

ment in Hawaii aiming toward ai 
auno:cation with (Ireat Britain. C 
W. Ashford, who is virtually the 
Head of the small military foroj of the 
kingdom, was said to be in fa- 
vor of the English. Vico-Consul Moore 
disolftirocd any knowledge of the mutter, 
~ Stating;: "I know nothing that eoiiki 
cause such reports, and farthormoro I be- 
lieve thece is absolutely no truth in them." 
But, suggested the reporter, it hos been 
freely talked about that iraaiediatcly after 
King Kalakaua's death a vessel was ordered 
to proceed to Honolulu ajid that an 
Kuglish ship left this port two hours after 
the Kind's death and twoduys before the de- 
parture of the Charleston ? " Tr«o enough ;
